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Schenkman to Speak in Baltimore 

The sixth speaker in the Maryland State Numismatic 
Association (MSNA) annual Distinguished Lecturer 
series will be David E. Schenkman, a highly respected 
numismatist researcher and a recognized authority on 
U.S. tokens. 

Dave started collecting coins in 1949 and by the mid- 
1950s, while still in high school, was a serious 
collector of early U.S. coins. In 1960, he became 
interested in U.S. tokens and has specialized in them 
ever since. For many years he made a living as a 
professional numismatist and also as the owner of a 
company that published and sold numismatic books. 

Dave is the author of eight books, each of which is considered a standard 
reference. He has written more than 100 columns for The Numismatist. 
and numerous articles for other publications. His literary efforts have 
earned him 24 literary and cataloging awards from the Token and Medal 
Society, including eight gold Franklin Mint/Segal awards (the only 
person to win this award more than twice). He is also the recipient of the 
ANA's Heath Literary Award and the Wayte & Olga Raymond Memorial 
Literary Award. The Token and Medal Society's highest literary award is 
now a medal bearing his name. He served as editor for the Token and 
Medal Society's publications for 27 years, and as publications editor for 
the Civil War Token Society for five years. Dave is past president of 
both organizations. He is a contributing editor to The Numismatist. 

He served as an instructor at the American Numismatic Association's 
Summer Seminar for 18 years, teaching courses in U.S. Tokens and Civil 
War Era Numismatics. Dave is the recipient of the ANA's Glen Smedley 
award, the Medal Merit, the Lifetime Achievement award, and their 
highest honor, the Farran Zerbe award. 

Dave's lecture title is "Collecting by the Numbers: a Look at Trade 
Token Denominations". It will be presented at 1 PM on Friday, June 27, 
2014 in room 301 of the Baltimore Convention Center during the 
Whitman Coin Expo.

Knowledge. Integrity. Responsibility. 
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Wigwam, Waldorf, Maryland Token

During the late 1950s, while serving in Uncle Sam’s navy and stationed 
in Norfolk, Virginia, I was occasionally hired by a local automobile 
dealer to transport new vehicles. I would take a bus to Silver Spring, 
Maryland, pick up a new Chevrolet, and drive it back to the dealership. 
Although I don’t recall how much I was paid for a trip, it was significant 
in relation to my navy salary. 

There was just one small problem. My return route took me down Route 
301 and through Charles County, Maryland, which was booby-trapped 
with a large number of establishments proclaiming, on large flashing 
signs, that there were slot machines inside. There were slots in casinos, 
groceries, liquor stores, barber shops, and even in gas stations. No matter 
where I stopped - and I always seemed to have a reason to stop - 
whatever money I had in my pocket stayed there. It took real willpower 
just to save enough for a tank of gas. 

Slot machines were legal in Maryland from 1949 to 1968, and it was big 
business. According to a 1963 Baltimore Sun article, Maryland had 
“three times as many federally licensed gambling devices as Nevada.” 
And a significant percentage of those machines were in Southern 
Maryland, on a section of Route 301 between Waldorf and the Potomac 
River bridge that was known by such names as “The Strip,” “Sin City,” 
and “Little Las Vegas.” The area was described in a 1955 magazine 
article as “a breeding ground for all forms of immoral and illegal 
activity.” 

The mecca of activity was Waldorf, and one of the most popular 
establishments in town was the Wigwam, a teepee-shaped casino and 
restaurant with a huge metal sign in front. The live entertainment offered 
at the Wigwam and other Waldorf nightspots featured big name stars 
such as Doris Day, Brenda Lee, Link Wray and the Wraymen, Del 
Reeves, Guy Lombardo, Dolly Partin, Conway Twitty, and many others. 

After slots were made illegal in 1968, the Wigwam went out of business. 
The building was acquired by Wall’s Bakery, an establishment that soon 
became well known for its delicious pies and chocolate eclairs. My wife 
and I moved to the area in 1970, and we stopped by Walls whenever we 
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needed a desert for a special occasion. We were never disappointed. 
Unfortunately all good things come to an end. Walls eventually closed its 
doors, and in 2010 the old building was demolished. 

Recently I was reminded of my slot machine experiences when a local 
newspaper, the Maryland Independent, ran an article titled “Wigwam 
sign heads south to safety.” I learned that the old 1950s sign, which 
featured an Indian and a teepee, had been donated to the Charles County 
government. It has been erected on route 301, a few miles south of 
Waldorf, and later this year will be restored to its original glory. 



Although there certainly could be others, I only know of two numismatic 
items from the gambling era of Charles County. One is a 29mm brass 
token from the Wigwam. The obverse reads WIGWAM / 301 HY. / 
WALDORF, MD. / MIDWAY 5-5260, while the other side depicts an 
Indian facing left with LUCKY COIN below. 
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The other token, also brass and 29mm, depicts a cowboy riding a horse 
and swinging a lasso in the center, with DON OWENS above and 301 
RANCH below. The reverse inscription is OPEN 24 HOURS / HOME 
OF / ATOMIC AMUSEMENTS / THE FALLOUT IS TERRIFIC / RT. 
301 WALDORF, MD. The two designs are evidently supposed to 
represent atomic explosions. The 301 Ranch had a large neon sign in 
front of the building on Rt. 301. Above the words 301 / RANCH, the 
round part of the sign depicted a cowboy on a horse. It spun around to 
attract customers. 

Modern tokens such as these usually have very little monetary value. 
However, some of them are scarce and therefore quite difficult to locate. 
And, no matter whether common or rare, they can be interesting 
numismatic reminders of a bygone era.

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Focus on the Buffaloes

Buffalo nickels have become one of the classic collector coins. They 
fairly scream American history, they are attractive, they are often 
affordable, they display a great artistic talent. But there are other ways 
to collect them besides just pushing nickels into cardboard pages. Let’s 
see what a fresh collection of Buffalo nickels might look like. 

Perhaps the easiest way to chop the entire Buffalo nickel series into two 
entirely unequal pieces is to find one excellent specimen with the buffalo 
on the mound, and one with the buffalo on the recessed exergue (that 
little scoop-shaped space under the base line of the reverse). That means 
you’ll need a 1913 for the “on mound” variety, and any date you’d like - 
including another 1913 - for the “no mound” variety. The good news is 
that Buffalo nickels came screaming and streaming out of all three Mints 
in 1913, to the tune of over 60 million from Philadelphia, about evenly 
split between the two varieties, close to 10 million from Denver, and 
almost a bit over 3 million from the west coast branch in San Francisco. 
The bad news is the price tags for good looking specimens from San 
Francisco. Despite the fact that a million of anything ought to be pretty 
common, within the sum of each million 1913 nickels, apparently not 
many of them have remained MS-65 condition coins. If you’d like to 
spend close to $4,000 for a single one, by all means, do so. If you’d like 
to be somewhat more conservative with your money (join the club!), you 
probably need to look for a lower grade. Or perhaps a different date and 
mint mark combination is the way to go. 

Actually, the high price of a 1913-S “no mound” Buffalo nickel can 
serve as something of a red flag for us, a marker, as it were. Find a price 
you’d like to stick with as you purchase your different dates and mint 
marks, and stick with it, never going over. If nothing else, this is a 
guaranteed way to avoid buyer’s remorse. 

So, assuming $4K is higher than most of us want to shell out for a single 
nickel, let’s look at the very common 1913 from Philly, either as an “on 
mound” or “no mound” variety. Both are available in the middle MS 
grades, such as MS-63, for less than $100. That sounds a bit more 
palatable when it comes to buying a single, good looking nickel. 

Okay, with one of each variety of Buffalo nickel in hand, where do we 
go next? Do we just whip out a book with plenty of cardboard pages and

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holes in it, and start filling them? Well, while there is nothing wrong 
with that, why not try a couple of different approaches? First, let’s see 
what we’d have to spend if we just made a collection of Buffalo nickels 
from the Philadelphia Mint. 

Upon looking down any price list or guide, we immediately find that 
there are no nickels at all from 1922, 1932, 1933, or from Philly in 1938. 
The middle two years were some of the worst of the Great Depression, 
and a dwindling production of coinage was wrapped up in that. The 
other two years don’t really have a quick, easy explanation. But the 
good news in scanning any of the lists is that all the Philly coins are very 
common, certainly including the 118,997,000 minted in 1936, which can 
be purchased for about $20 in a lower MS grade! Not every date will be 
as low as this, but if a mint state piece from the City of Brotherly Love 
comes in at $50, that’s still not too bad. 

From a core set of Philadelphia minted Buffalo nickels, a person can 
move out to the ‘D’ and the ‘S’ marked coins, again keeping price in 
mind, and realizing that we may have to step down from the uncirculated 
grades. Eventually, that will get a person every date and mint mark, with 
the possible exception of the 1937-D three legged variety (which we 
shouldn’t worry about anyway, as any person skilled with a dental 
scraper can produce one in about Vi an hour - really!). 

But what happens if we take a detour as it were, and don’t worry so 
much about the mint marks? Let’s fast forward to the year 2006, and 
what is now called the American Buffalo coins that are produced at West 
Point. In that year, the United States decided to expand its gold bullion 
coin offerings from the American Eagles, which had been in production 
from 1986, and produce the American Buffalo, a gold one-ounce coin 
that was 0.9999 fine. In percentage, that’s a coin that is 99.99% gold. 

The reason the Congress and the Mint got underway with a new gold 
coin when it already had one that was perfectly fine is anyone’s guess. 
But the reason they picked the Buffalo nickel design was because Mr. 
James Earle Fraser had produced a truly amazing, American piece of 
artistry back in 1913, and it still works today. By making it into a one- 
ounce coin, the design is now on a huge canvas - at least by the 
standards of coinage - and the artistry comes through. 

Now, if the price of a single one of these gold pieces is a bit too high, 
skip to 2008, when the Mint moved to a l/10th ounce, a Va ounce, and a 
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Vi ounce version of the coin, as well as the one-ounce piece. Even when 
the price of gold is high, a 1/10th ounce piece isn’t going to be too tough. 

There are plenty of ways to build a collection of Buffalo nickels. But 
matching them up with the new, gold American Buffaloes is a way to 
bring the classic and the modern together, and to take your collection to a 
whole new level. Enjoy building a set of your own.

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Sesquicentennial of Our National Motto

This year marks the 150th anniversary of the first appearance of "In God 
We Trust" on U.S. coinage, when the 1864 two cent piece was 
authorized. The motto is derived from Francis Scott Key's poem, later 
renamed the Star-Spangled Banner, which includes the line "And this be 
our motto, 'In God Is Our Trust'". Tom Uram, President of the 
Pennsylvania Association of Numismatists (PAN), has won awards for 
his exhibits on two cent pieces for five years at national and regional 
coin shows. Last year, knowing the historic anniversary was approach¬ 
ing, Tom designed a medal to celebrate the event. 

Uram knew basically how he wanted the medal to look. He decided to 
place the three main characters pivotal in establishing our nation’s motto 
on the obverse. The conjoined portraits of Rev. Mark R. Watkinson from 
Ridleyville (now Prospect Park) PA, Treasury Secretary Salmon P. 
Chase, and James Pollock, two-time director of the U.S. Mint and 
thirteenth Governor of Pennsylvania. The base of the obverse would 
have a superimposed keystone within which appears the anniversary 
dates 1864 and 2014. Pennsylvania is known as “the Keystone State.” 
Inscribed around the top rim is: HONORING 150 YEARS OF OUR 
NATION’S MOTTO, with IN GOD WE TRUST along the bottom 
border. 

On the reverse is an eagle atop a U.S. shield, with TWO CENTS on a 
ribbon spanning two laurel branches. UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
is inscribed around the top border. Wanting to cover all legal aspects in 
his design process, Uram contacted the U.S. Mint for the approval to use 
the wording TWO CENTS on his medal. The obverse is based on design 
elements and preliminary sketches from Tom Uram and graphic artist 
Pam Forcht. 

Now that Uram had his basic outline of his medal, he took it to U. S. 
Mint engraver and sculptor Don Everhart II for engraving. He also 
asked Everhart to design the reverse of the medal with suggestions from 
himself and Pam Forcht. Everhart informed Uram that he would be able 
to meet the deadline of April 22, the actual anniversary of President 
Lincoln's signing the Coinage Act of 1864. 

Don Everhart called Tom Uram and told him he had completed the 
plasters a little early and they’d be available in February for his viewing. 
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Uram approved the plasters and even brought them back to Washington 
D.C. to have Everhart sign the plasters at the next Citizens' Coinage 
Advisory Committee meeting they both attended. 



The Northwest Territorial Mint is striking the medal in three metallic 
compositions. The 1.75 inch medal will be in brass with a bronze finish, 
in copper and in a 2 ounce .999 fine silver versions with 24-karat gold 
leaf accents. The bronze-finish medal and copper medal are being 
offered at $19.95 each plus $4.95 shipping and handling, and the silver 
medal has a price of $149.95 (subject to change with the price of silver), 
plus $4.95 for shipping and handling. A mintage of 500 pieces has been 
established for the brass and copper pieces and an initial 25 pieces for 
the silver. None of the initial series are numbered. Upon demand the 
second series of silver medals will be edge marked starting with # 26.

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What's Your Sign? 

Part Twenty-Two: Minted Coin Medals 

by Simcha Kuritzky, NLG 

The next series I have was issued in boxes that use the name "Minted 
Coin", though that does not appear on the medals themselves. The 
obverses all have the sign very large with a small Latin name and 
sigil. The reverses all have the constellation shown in stars with the 
Latin name at top and begin and end dates at bottom. I have 34mm 
bronze medals that weigh 13 grams and both bronze and copper- 
nickel 39mm medals that weigh 24 grams. I have one Pisces medal 
which is 38mm and noticeably thinner, weighing only 14 grams. 



The dies for these medals do not appear to have been produced from a 
hub because I have seen small differences between different examples, 
and I don't own many of these medals. I have two 39mm Taurus medals 
and one has a much larger sigil and narrower bull's head. 
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There are two distinct reverses. All the 34mm medals I own use 5 
pointed stars in the constellation, while almost all the 39mm medals use 
asterisks (*) with 8 rays (see close-ups below). The only exception to 
that rule are Virgo medals, which I have in 39mm with both reverses. So 
it's possible all the 39mm medals have both types of stars. The asterisk 
reverses have the dates at bottom almost touching the rim while the star 
reverses have a significant gap between the legend and the rim. 
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Last time, I described a 
hybrid medal with a Minted 
Coin Leo obverse and a 
design similar to the 
Pennorama solar system 
reverse. I have only seen 
that one specimen.

I have also found 6 medals with designs almost identical to the Minted 
Coin medals except the design is shrunk down to 19mm (the reverses are 
all of the star type) and the rest of the 39mm medal has all 12 sigils 
surrounding the design on the obverse and all 12 sets of dates on the 
reverse. These are in both bronze (23 grams) and copper-nickel (24 
grams). For both the sigils and dates, the one at top is the one in the 
main design, so the outsides rotate through the series.
